Arguments presented in Applicant's remarks are not persuasive to overcome the rejections of claims 2-16. 

The examiner acknowledges that Kim '256 shows a disclosed ratio which changes in one-unit increments from left-to-right, but disagrees 
with Applicant's conclusion that the enforced ratio menas the placement is not random (see Remarks Page 5). Hirosue teaches an 
analogously enforced ratio (see Figure 3; Column 5 line 51 -Column 6 line 12) yet teaches the placement of exposed areas within each 
column as performed using random numbers. Therefore Kim '256 does not show a configuration that is incompatible or teaches away 
from a random placement. 

Contrary to Applicant's arguments, the cited portion of Hirosue pertains to a stitch area between only two shots (Column 5 lines 51-56. 
embodiment 1). The discussion of the four-parameter placement discussed in pages 6 and 7 of remarks is irrelevant as it pertains to only 
the third embodiment of Hirosue. 

Regarding claim 5. Applicant asserts that Hazama "nowhere discusses placement being based on a random number". Hazama, however, 
teaches placement based on a random number provided by a generator (Column 18 lines 1-8) 
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
